Ord ee Dond_Ordinance 8 
The former provides that tho Mogistrates,. 
on complaint, or iuformation, or commanica- 
tion. made by any officer of the Chinese Govern- 
tent, or by order,of the Governor, may ‘issue a 
summons or warrant for the arrest.of any Chi- 
nese ‘subject in the colony, and -investigate 
the alleged orime or offence in the samo’ manner 
as if each person wore charged with a orime or 
indictable offence committed within the, colony ; 
and -that-the‘depositiona in the case are to 
forwarded to the Governor. 

Tho. preamblo of Ordinance 2 of 1871 recitos 
the 2lst Article of the Tientsin Treaty of 1851, 
providing that “if oriminsls, subjects of China,
